There is no fin in the World which God hath 


puniſhed with ſo great Severity and high De- 


teſtation, as-that 'of Rebellion. For the fin of 


Idolatry, and other Crimes,: God hath ſent the 
Sword, the Peſtilence, and the, Famine ; but 
_ it was never-heard that the Earth opened, and 
fwrallowed-up any, but only Rebels againſt 


their Ptince : ' Cxibus dum non effent dignt wivere. 


(faith Optatus) nec mort conceſſum , eſt, not de- 
ſerving to live, they were not vouchſafed to 
dye. Sepulti ſunt priuſquam mortui, they which 
had made a' Separation ' from their Fathers, 
were not ſuffered to be gathered to' their Fa- 
thers but go down quick 'to Hell. * To what 
hath been aid, 'T hall: only add the conferit 
of the Primutive'Church, and the Teſtimony 
of the ancient Fathers ;- and' by that I hope I 
ſhall: clearly ' prove my firſt Propoſition, v72.
